** SPECIAL: HCJB 690 KHZ TEST BROADCAST 

‘The 690 kHz DX test is on! May 29/94 at 0508 UTC (that would be late in the evening of the 
28th in Western North America). 

There you have it. It's been about a month since Rich mentioned to me via Internet that HCJB 
wes planning a DX test for its 690 kHz mediumwave frequency. We discussed it after I contacted 
him about shortwave parallel information on HCRP-1 Radio Catolica Nacional (which is 
sometimes audible on 880 kHz just before its 0200 sign/ off and in the occasional early moming). 
At the time, Rich found out that HCRP-1 SW was off the air (ex-5030) but had plans to return. The 
replacement equipment was already in Ecuador. 

That's when he also advised me of the planned HCJB DX test! The test will consist of the 
Nationa} Anthem, Andean Music, Voice and CW IDs, with perhaps listener interviews, etc. The 
program will be in both English and Spanish; in fact Rich mentioned that it will be a program 
format to familiarize local listeners with the idea of mediumwave DX. HCJB-690 broadcasts from a 
unique transmitter site, 15 miles from Pifo (site of the SW antenna installations), and operates with 
50 KW. 

There will be no SW parallel frequency, 80 this is our shot, It sure would be nice to hear HCJB 
and we should have a good crack at it. HCRP-1 gets out to my location. I've heard it three times in 
the past couple of months with the "Rosary Kids" from around 0145. [Rich McVicar (HCJB) and 
‘Wemer Funkenhauser (DX Ontario)] (IRCA’s J. D. Stephens provided this address for the HCJB- 
690 test: Casilla 17-17-691 - Quito, Pichincha - Ecuador. J. D. suggest that two or three mint U, S., 
Canadian, or of course Ecuadorian stamps or two IRC’s be included in ali reports, and that @ 
special QSL card was being printed -pls.) hum

IRC. The letter mentions that RCN 770 Cadena Basica ("noticias") and RCN 650 Antena Dos 
(‘deportiva") both run 100 kW solid state transmitters. V/s Antonio Pardo Garcia, Gerente de 
Produccion y Programaci6n, Oficina Central, Apartado Aeroe 4984, Bogota, Colombia, Cadena 
Basica has 35 transmitters, Antena Dos has 26 transmitters, Cadena Mixta en AM has 2 
transmitters, 2s well as a nation-wide FM stereo network. I had hoped he would verify parallel 
receptions on 760 and 1000 kHz, but no mention of this on the QSL folder. [Renfrew-NY] 

CUBA: I received the March issue of DX Ontario and saw your column. Yes, | may provide 
information to AM Medium wave band DXers that need to obtain verifications of Cuban stations. 
This is the way I think should work, so that Ontario DX Assoc. members and DX Ontario readers 
may get their QSL’s, which normally should be a typewritten letter from the station. Ask your 
readers to send their requests for QSL from Cuban AM stations to me either via E-Mail to: 
radiohc@tinored.cu ( Arnie Coro) or by letter to Amie Coro, DXers Unlimited, Radio Havana Cuba, 
P. O. Box 6240, Havana Cuba. In case you use the snail mail, please use Air Mail and include in the 
envelope a note: AM QSL REQUEST. As soon as I receive the request I'll relay it to the station or 
station’s chief engineer, dealing with the Spanish translations etc. Please ask your readers not to 
send requests for QSL's for reports like "| heard your station CMHW DOBLEVE in May 10th of 
1975 etc. Reports should be reasonably recent so that the chief engineer may look at the program 
schedule and check for accuracy. If you wish, you may send tapes from Canada, using an adequate 
envelope and Canadian customs standard forms. It takes longer for tapes to get here... an Air Mail 
letter from Canada may take 3 to 5 weeks to reach me. E-Mail reaches me in 1 to 3 days. Handling 
QSL's for the national networks Rebelde and Progreso is easy; it is much more difficult with 
provincial, locals and Radio Reloj. Here is my proposal. Whenever you need a QSL letter from a 
Cuban AM station, here is what I suggest. I am going to send you via E-Mail a form letter which 1 
am going to design so that it would be very easy to fill in by the station technnical staff. This will be 
in Spanish. I'll also send you a translation of that letter into English, so that your readers may 
know what it says and how to fill it in. Then you can send the form letter to me at my PO Box 
number. As letters sent to the US are expensive here, the only thing that 1 would ask is that 3 
International Reply Coupons be included in the envotope, so that I may exchange them for the air 
mail stamps. The QSL letter sent to me will be then resent to the individual station in Cuba. I will 
request them to either send the filled form letter direct to the listener or to send it back to me, so that 
T will do that part of the job. You must ask your readers to include a self addressed envelope with 
typewritten address. This will work as a QSL bureau, and i don’t expect to be overloaded by too 
many QSL requests. For me, it will be, as always, a great pleasure to help my fellow hobbyists. The 
Radio Progreso address that you must use for QSL requests is: Ing. Jorge Trilla Cotilla 
(PERSONAL) Director Técnico - Radio Progreso Cadena Nacional - Apartado 3042 - Habana Cuba 
CP 10300 Please remember always to mention Amie Coro and DXers Unlimited in your requests to 
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Progreso, as we share the same building and Jorge likes to show me his correspondenc: 
enthusiasts. Do include IRC's too if possible, and a self addressed envelope. The PERSONA 
address will tal letter direct to Jorge's office without anyone at the Public Relations Dpt 
opening the mail. [two E-mail communications from Arnie Coro to Werner Funkenhauser] (please 
note that mail between Canada and Cuba flows much more easily than between the USA and Cuba 
- Jim) (And that mail from the U.S. to Cuba is likely to be opened and possibly discarded; a recent 
request for a sample copy of DXN went to Cuba via India -pls.)

DX ing ‘smart’, with shared tips and requests by NRC members 


The BandScans columnn has morphed 
into Target DX! Because bandscans can be 
helpful to both novice and expert DXers in 
determining potential tergets, the Target DX 
column is now the new home of bandscans. 

In the past, bandscans have simply been 
a listing of stations. These listings are of 
limited value to many DXers. Unless you live 
in the same area where bandscan data was 
taken, it can be difficult to extract useful 
information. In an attempt to improve 
bandscan quality, here are a few suggestions. 


Comparisons 

‘Comparisons are perhaps one of the 
most effective ways to add value to bandscans. 
Try doing a comparison between different 
pieces of equipment or antennas. For example, 
‘A/B reception between a sloper and a random 
longwire antenna would be interesting. Such a 
bandscan report would provide basic 
information to help other DXers make 
decisions about their own antenna installation. 

Comparisons can be made without 
being too technical. The highly technical 
construction articles and receiver reviews 
sometimes turn off those who enjoy radio 
listening but are not technically inclined. 

Comparisons between _ different 
locations could also be interesting, If you live 
within a few miles of the ocean, a lakefront, or 
mountains, try bandscanning at these different 
unique geographical locations. You might be 
surprised at the results. 


‘More Bandscan Tips 

Include a commentary with your 
pandscan. Describe your location (urban, 
couniry, high-rise apartment, etc), weather 
conditions, or any other variables that are 
believed to have affected reception. 

Don't forget to include the basics. Time 
of reception can be described as daytime, 
sunrise, sunset, or night. Reception quality 
should be graded as local, semi-local (or 
regional), regular DX, or rare, along with 
signe! levels described as excellent, 300d, fair, 
or poor. SINPO code is OK too. To save 
space, use $-I-O, as noise should be consistent 
over the bandscan time period, and 
propagation is far less of a problem on 
mediumwave than it is on shortwave.
